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THE GOTHS 
AND 


A CORINTHIAN THEATRE. 
T———— 


(By “B. W. L.’’) 


HE digging season begins when the 
potatoes come out of the ground, 
and every owner of a ficld or garden may 
enjoy excavating. Such work, if properly 
directed, prepares the ground for the 
winter. Starting before the heavy rains, 
it is surprising what one may find. 
Tens of old clay pipes should never dis- 
courage. Early efforts of mine unearthed 
a mass of broken china, some pieces of 
which bore the name “J——.’”’ The 
mystery was solved by an old man from 
Raheny village, who told me that they 
came from tea-rooms whose breakage he 
had buried forty years before. My 
other findings were a Manx emblem, an 
old farthing and a worthless coin (of 
James II.) hidden in a wall. No amount 
of rubbing could reveal gold in the latter. 
We are living in an era of great 
archeological discoveries, and the title of 
the “ Spade Age ” might be justified, if 
future generations so described an epoch 
beginning with Schliemann and Sir 
Arthur Evans and continuing under 
Lord Carnarvon, Mr. Howard Carter and 
a host of others—an age in which the 
spade dug up ancient cities and revealed 
even the everyday details of their 
civilisations. At Troy they found that 
the cities grew one upon another as a 
tree grows in years. It was an age also 
when the spade threw up entrenchments 
about cities such as Ypres and Verdun, 
and joined them until the great furrows 
of armed men stretched from the Vosges 
to the sea. Curious finds over which an 
archeologist would have lingered were 
often thrown aside by soldiers digging 
themselves in under the enemy’s fire. 


MAYA AND AZTEC. 


When peace returned many of the pre- 
War excavations were continued, and 
within the last ten years unprecedented 
discoveries have been made with the 
spade. Finds at Luxor stand alone and 
have evoked world-wide interest. Many 
who heard Mr. Mitchell-Hedges describe 
the buried cities of Central America were 
astonished by the wealth of Maya remains 
in Yucatan. Dr. Gann has | made 
wonderful discoveries in this area, while 
Americans, securing numerous digging 
concessions in Mexico, have brought to 
light the glories of Aztec culture before 
it perished by fhe sword of Cortes and 
the Spanish conquerors, 

It is only too true that the crimes of 
great men live after them. Last year one 
of the most splendid amphitheatres of the 
ancient world came to light. During 
fifteen centuries it Jay buried beneath a 
mass of earth and stones, the débris of its 
destruction by Alaric the Visigoth in 
396 A.D. In that year a horde of 
barbarians invaded Greece, found their 
way through the difficult mountain 
passes of its northern parts, and destroyed 
the city of Corinth as completely as had 
been done by the great earthquake of 
78 A.D i 

Who was this terrible Alaric, and what 
sort oí men had he collected in his armies 
to serve this policy of ruthless destrhc- 
tion? We asked ourselves these ques- 
tions and soucht information from our 
Yuzgo-Slav friends as we stood on the 
bank of the River Danube at Novisad over 
against the Roman rock fortress which 
for centuries had kept the barbarian 
Goths at bay. There, at the heart of 
one of Europe’s youngest kingdoms, we 
stood where Alaric and his generals had 
surveyed the might of Rome on her 
distant Pannonian frontier. At that 
point the Danube is quite half a mile 
wide, and, when in flood, its waters creep 
to the foot of the massive 14ock on which 
the fortress lay. The Yugo-Slavs have 
completed a huge Fridge connecting it 
with Novisad. In Afaric’s day the river 
was a greater barrier to his invasions 
than all the vrocks;and Roman arins 
opposed to him 


ALARIC THE GOTH. 


Alaric, as his name implies’ in 
German, “ al-ric’’ (“ All-rich ”), was a 
successful freebooter who had amassed 
great wealth. He commanded the Gothic 
auxiliaries in the pay of Theodosius at 
the time of Corinth’s plunder. Two 
years later he was elected king of the 
Visigoths, a warlike German _ tribe 
whose constant attacks on a crumbling 
imperial power helped to destroy the 
whole edifice of Rome. His crowning 
victory was the sack ef the city of Rome 
itself in the year 410—an event which 
has made his name as infamous as the 
cruelty of his soldiery. Men whose 
remote ancestors had lived a rough life 
on the banks of the Vistula, amid their 
forest clearings on the Baltic coast, and 
whose grandfathers had wrung the whole 
of the rich province of Dacia from the 
Emperor, inherited a love of nomadic 
life and a stronger passion for war. 
Moreover, they produced brilliant 
leaders, while Rome and the Byzantine 
Empire, though not entirely bereft of 
able generals, were entirely devoid of 
virile resources. 

After their astounding victory at 
Adrianople, in 478, Theodosius, the 
Eastern Emperor, took into his armies 
the very men whose power he teared. 
That accounts for Corinth’s fate a year 
after his death. The Goths were famed 
tor their propensity to come as defenders, 


and, seeing the weakness of their wards, 


to depart as conquerors. The Greeks 
whom they destroyed were shadows of the 
men who bad held Thermopyle. Under 
Roman rule during more than five 
centuries they had forgotten the arts of 
war amid the luxuries of peace. 


THE AMPHITHEATRE. 


The great amphitheatre which Dr. T. 
L. Shear, of Princeton University, has 
Jately unearthed was capable of seating 
20,000 persons. It has taken three years 
to uncover the incline seats, hewn from 
the hillside in a vast semicircle below the 
Acropolis and facing the Gulf of 
Corinth. Soil which the rains of 
centuries had washed down into the great 
pit has been raised and carried half a 
mile away, in order not to impede other 
works of excavation. Ten feet below the 
surface, a street appeared running in 
front of the theatre. ‘The orchestra's 
seats were under forty feet of material. 
Gradually the whole building revealed 
itself, and the sun once more whitened 
the stones on the great stage where the 
actors played centuries ago to the 
deligh populace of Corinth. 

Ireland, through vandalism and 
ignoranc> of her historical treasure- 
houses, has lost much of her archmo- 
logical wealth. Yet time reveals now and 
then strange relics of distant ages—the 
remains of Viking ships, the burial urns 
ot princes, the rare yold ornaments cf 
royal houses, and swords, often found 
beside their owners. Visitors to the 
National Museum wil! be surprised at the 
results of recent spade-work, carefully 
recorded. One cannot help turning from 
all these relics of ancient wars to the 
rude implements of agriculture in un- 
quiet ages, with the thought that after 
all the spade is mightier than the sword.

Che King sl Speech. .. 


When the King opens the historic Con- 
ference on Naval Disarmament in the 
Royal Gallery oí the House of Lords at 
11 o'clock this morning a ‘‘ vast,’’ but un- 
seen, audience will listen to his message 
of friendship. Throughout Europe and in 
many parts of the Empire the air is being 
clear so that the. broadcast of His 
Majesty’s speech may be free from such 
interruptions as are normally due to 
broadcasting from other — stations. 
Tisteners in the uttermost parts of the 
earth will therefore be able to hear King 
George under almost ideal conditions and 
in the first speech that he has made since 
ho became ill over a year ago. 

The elaborate arrangements which have 
been made for the reception of the open- 
ing ceremony are only part of a giant 
plan for the accurate reporting of the 
whole Conference; and the whole organisa- 
tion is in the hands of a brilliant Irish- 
man. Commander Ernest Loftus Grattan, 
D.8.0., R.N., who hails from County 
Kildare. St. James’s Palace, where the 
Conference is to be held, has, under his 
cunidance, become a gigantic telegraph 
office. 

From the room in which the unfor-

A Modern Falstaff. | . 


In these days, when slimness is a cult. 
when the boyish figure is the god at whose 
shrine all our women folk are sacrificing, 
when the terrors ot the eighteen-day diets 
“re undergone not as a mortification of the 
flosh, but as a social necessity, I wonder 
how many of my younger readers are 


nware of the origin of the verb “ to bant.’’ 
which has so long been a household word 
amongst us? It is derived from the name 
of a squat, little, fat wndertaker. William 
Banting, who was born at the end of the 
eighteenth century. Before he was sixty 
years old he was unable to stoop jar 
enough to tie his shoe, *‘ or attend to the 
little offices which humanity requires. 
without considerable pain and difficulty.” 
With every exertion he ‘ puffed end 
blowed in a way that was very unseemly 
and dieacreenble,” and when he wanted 
to go downstairs he had to walk back- 
wards. Advised by his doctors to take 
exercise, he walked for miles and miles, 
rowed for honrs and hours, and even per- 
formed athletic feats with heroic 
nertinacity. But all to no effect ; the more 
he exercised himself the more voracious 
did his appetite become, and. conse- 
quently, the larger his person. At sixty 
he welched fourteen stone six: he found it 
unbearable. With undiminished zeal he 
renowed his fight against his adipose 
deposit. He stopped taking exercise, and 
took medicine instead He had _ fiitv 
Turkish baths and “ gallons of physic.” 
and vet he got larger and larger. He 
began to give up hope. 


Ban ling. 


At last Banting went to William Harvey 
to be cured of his deafness, and Harvey, 
judging the deafness to be due to nis 
extreme: fatness, wut him on a diet of 
meat, fish and dry toast. This treatment 
was so successful that before long Banting 
had lost forty-six pounds in weight, and 
declared that he felt twenty years younger. 
Such was his delight at escaping at last 
from his bondage that he wished to save 
others from the same misery to which le 
had so long been subject, and so he 
promptly sat down and wrote, in 1863, *‘ A 
Letter on Corpulence Addressed to the 
Public,’”’ in which he outlined the famous 
Banting system. The forbidden articles 
were the oily fishes, salmon, eels, brea:l, 
butter, milk, sugar and all farinaceous 
vegetables. Couched in plain, sensible 
language, his book met with immediate 
favour, and qnickly ran through a large 
number of editions ; so widespread, indeed, 
was its popularity, that it caused a new. 
word, ‘‘ bantingeur,’’ to be introduced into 
German. Thus did an otherwise very 
ordinary person awake to find himself 
famous and in the dictionary. He died in 
1878, at the age of eighty-one.

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Sir Wiúiam Gibbons. 


Those who have memories of parlia- 
mentary life in the last decades of the 
nineteenth and earlier decades of the 
twentieth century will have learned with 
regret of the passing of Sir William 
Gibbons.” In succession to his father, he 
served in the Public Bill Office of the 
House of Commons under no fewer than 
five Speakers and eight Prime Ministers, 
and was Principal Clerk from 1900 until 
1913, when he retired at the advanced age 
of seventy-two. Governments owe a great 
deal to the officers responsible for the re- 
duction to a malleable condition of the 
various proposals that they desire to carry, 
and in the Public Bill Office this work of 
adjustment is performed often in circum- 
stances of dramatic interest. Sir William 
Gibbons was a mine of information, not 
only upon technicalities, but in the way, 
too, of reminiscence. The long all-night 
sitting of the ‘eighties were prolific of 
anecdote which he loved to retail. In 
those days late ‘sittings were, perhaps, 
even more trying than they ara to-day ; for 
means of locomotion were distinctly 
inferior. Often leaving the House in the 
small hours, Sir William would face the 
long trudge of twenty miles to his home in 
Weybridge, and yet, in the succeeding 
evening, be ready to face his duties 
benefited rather than discommoded by the 
early exercise whith had served to 
dissipate the stuffiness and heaviness of 
the not-too- vell-ventilated chamber.

| Paul Jone:. 


I have been wondering lately if there is 
any connection between the famous John 
Paul Jones and the gentleman who has 
won immortality by being associated with 
the “ Paul Jones ” dance, and I am of 
opinion that they might well have been 
the same person. 

John ‘Paul Jones was an American 
naval officer who lived in the second half 
of the eighteenth century, and was 
a persistent thorn in the side of the 
tnglish Government owing to his habit of 
nigh egg sicr ¢ for the American’ States. 
fe is said to have landed at Carrick- 
fergus, and done violence to property 
there. Certainly, for many years, he was 
the terror of the North Sea and the 
iinglish Channel. He is thought of in 
America as the founder of ‘the American 
Navy and in 1913 his body was disinterred 
at Paris and transferred to Annapolis in 
the United States, 

Many myths and romantic stories 
surround his name, some of which may 
be fonud in such novels as “ Le Capitane 
Paul,” by A. Dumas, and Winston 
Churchill’s “ Richard Carvell.’’ One of 
these stories is that he invented the 
punishment for defaulters known as 
“walking the plank.’’ The element of 
blindfold terror and apprehension coupled 
with necessity, which forms the chief 
characteristic of this practice, may well 
have given the jocular name of “ Paul 
Jones ” to the well-known dance i.. which 
the choice of one’s partner is left to the 
will of the gods, as expressed in the 
caprice of the musicians.

In the lists of Mr. Wells’s works usually 
available to the average reader he would 
appear to have begun his career as an 
author in 1895 with “The Time Machine” 
and ‘ Select Conversations with an 
Uncle.” He had, however, already pub- 
lished his ‘‘ Text-book of Zoology ’’ before 
he ventured into the more popular field of 
scientific fiction. Apparently, he had 
written this “ Text-hbook ” during his own 
student days at the University of London, 
or in the short period during which he 
served as a science master in a school, and 
it is said to have been a success from the 
first. Evidently, it “- filled a long-felt 
want,” and it is reputed to be 
“universally popular with students and 
teachers alike.” Jt has been in con- 
tinnous use for more than _ thirty-five 
years. 

A great deal has been learned and dis- 
covered about animals in the thirty-five 
years since the book was first published ; 
and the “ Text-book’’ has had-to he 
subjected to a thorough revision before it 
could be re-issued today. The revision 
has not been done by Mr. Wells himself, 
which is a pity; but, in extenuation, he 
would probably say that he has not kept 
abreast of the advances in zoological ¢is- 
covery and knowledge. It might be said 
that he has given to hnmanity what was 
originally intended for the animals. 


Rowing. 


An acquaintance, who is a keen oars- 
man, though more eager than able, tells 
me that great efforts are being iuade 
old prestige’ to the 
Boat Club in Athlone. Indeed. with the 
rejuvenescence of that ‘‘ boss of Ireland's 
shield,’’ now that its industries are 
increasing, and it 1s likely to become a 
high-power transmitting station, there 
should be no difficulty in the club’s work- 
ing up the requisite membership. There is 
a fine stretch of water above the town for 
practice and rivalry, though interest in 
rowing a year or so back seemed on ihe 
wane, and Limerick was left to uphold the 
glory of the Shannon against the Soyne 
and elsewhere.

The 
Dublin University Boat Club sets an 
example which would certainly he 
followed if the general public were allowed 
any guidance as to the facilities afforded. 
There is no other sport which carries with 
it quite the éclat of the rowing man, and 
it has often been remarked that men who 


-show prowess at the oar tend to exhibit 


character and mental powers to match it. 


Henry Kingsleu. 


When the centenary of the birth of the 
almost forgotten novelist, Henry Kingsley, 
was noticed in the literary journals early 
in the month, I looked in vain for an 
answer to a question which has long been 
puzzling. me. Was Kingsley, whose 
‘* Ravenshoe ’* is still worth reading, ever 
in Ireland, and, if not, how did he come 
to be a master of what a nephew of his 
called Irish “ slang ’’ ? 

The best remembered of the Kingsleys 
was Charles, the Christian Socialist, who 
was chaplain to Queen Victoria, and 
wrote ‘‘ Alton Locke,’’ ‘‘ Westward Ho!”’ 
and other best sellers of their day. But, 
in the opinion of some good judges, 
another brother included, Henry was the 
greatest of the three. He was, however, 
as unfortunate in life as in death, and as 
student, emigrant, war correspondent. 
editor and novelist went through 
vicissitudes that would have soured most 
ren. 

Of his life in later vears at Eversley, in 
Hampshire, where his more respectable 
hrother was rector, his nephew wrote: 
“To us children Uncle Henry’s settling 
in Eversley was a great event. At times 
he fairly bubbled over with humour; 
while his knowledce of slang—Barcee, 
Parisian, Trish, Cockney, and Eneglish 
provincialisms—was awful and wonderful. 
Nothing was better than to get our uncle 
on his ‘venteel hehaviour,’ which, of 
course, meant exactly the opposite, and 
broucht forth inimitable stories, scraps of 
old songs and impromptu conversations 
the choicest of which were between 
children, Jrishwomen or Cocknevs. Fe 
was the only man who ever knew by heart 
the famous ‘Trish Court Seenes '— 
nauchtiest and most humorous of tales-- 
unpublished of course. but handed down 
from eneration to generation of the 
faithful.’’ 

That touch of nature reveals a joyous/ 
humanity which cannot bnt make Henry 
Kinesley’s memory endearing.

EB references made by Captain Denis 
Ireland during the week-end regard 
ing the industrial problems of Northern 
Ireland have created much interest in busi- 
ness circles. He is an authority on such 
subjects, ahd, when responding to the 
toast of “ The City and Trade of Belfast,”’ 
at the annual. dinner of the Northern 
Ireland Brana of the London Association 
of Accountants, he said that, instead of 
twisting the facts to fit the theories, they 
must allow their economic plans to be 
dictated to them by the known facts of the 
case. In Northern Ireland they were com- 
mitted to a policy of State matmtenance, 
probably, if the truth were known, in 
excess of their means. He went on to say 
that in the end the people of the Six 
Counties would have to initiate their own 
plans, because the discussion of their 
affairs at Westminster was inevitably so 
tinged and complicated by English party 
politics that it was impossible to get a 
clear issue. 

Captain Ireland expressed what many 
people are thinking when he said that 
British palliative legislation would not get 
them out of the wood. Only constructive 
thinking and acting wil] do that. and it is 
time that Unionist. leaders should form 
some policy of their own, instead of simply 
acting as a “ gramaphone record” of 
what happens at Westminster. Captain 
Ireland hinted at this when he said that, 
if they looked for protection for any pro- 
ducts of the industrial machine within the 
limits of these islands, they would come at 
it better by throwing their whole weight 
as an Irish Dominion into their efforts, 
rather than by returning thirteen members 
of whatever political views to the British 
Parliament. Vested interests in the North, 
however, are too strong to permit of that 
at present. | 


STILL SOARING. 


The number of the unemployed in the 
Northern province is steadily increasing, 
and there does not seem to be any prospect 
of better times in the near future. The 
figures have grown from week to week 
until they are now 42,963. and the 
politicians here were so busily engaged 
Impressing upon everybody that unemploy- 
ment was increasing in Great Britain, 
under a Labour Administration, that they 
had no time to consider their own indus- 
trial problems. There was a jump of 
1,926 in the army of the workless as com- 
pared with the previous week, and only a 
few months ago the figures were well 
under thirty thousand. 

One hears a great deal of talk about re 
viving old industries and starting new 
ones, but the position is getting worse m- 
stead of better, and probably no further 
reduction will be recorded in unem- 
ployment until the emigration schemes are 
again in full swing, when, of course, there 
will naturally be a difference. It is 
stated that the big increase last week was 
mainly due to short time in the linen in- 
dustry, but there are thousands of casual 
workers who cannot find a job of any kind, 
and amongst the lowly classes distress 18 
very acute. The schemes of harbour ex- 
tension, drainage, and so forth, are still 
wearily dragging along in the preliminary 
stages, but even these will absorb only a 
very small proportion of the men who want 
werk and cannot find it. 


MUSIC IN THE NORTH. 


Satisfactory progress is reported in con- 
nection with the Society of Professional 
Musicians in Ulster, a body which was 
founded about five years ago. It has 
ambitious aims, and has introduced a 
series of lectures and examinations deal- 
ing with the various departments of 
music, certificates of merit being granted 
to successful students. Special efforts 
were made during the past year to extend 
the operations of the Society by the 
formation of branches throughout the 
province, and one has already been estab- 
lished in Londonderry with a membership 
of twenty, Mr. J. T. Frankland, 
organist of Derry Cathedral, being at 
the head of the local committee. 

It was suggested in this column some 
time ago that a charter should be given 
by the Government to the Society, so as to 
form a Northern College of Music and 
thus help to keep at. home thousands of 
pounds which pass annually to English 
colleges and academies who send their 
exaininers periodically to Ireland, both 
North and South. It will be recalled 
that Mr. Pollock, the Minister of 
Finance, promised that a charter would 
be given to the Belfast Art Society in 
order to ‘constitute an Ulster School of 
Painting, and it is thought that music, 
with its elevating influence and much 
larger following, has at least an equal 
claim for recognition. At the annual 
meeting of the professional musicians, a 
few days ago, Dr. G. H. Fitzsimons was 
elected president; Dr. Hay and Mr. J. T.

BANKING IN THE FREE STATE, 
*O THE EDITOR OF THE IRssIt TIMES. 
Sin, Would it not be helpful to get away 

from refinements and spegial pleading, avd 
to consider some of the really big questions 
which are suggested by the recently oo 
a gi of bus banking? i our cor 
res ent, Mr. Eaton, appears to approve 
of a poe under which Trish banks main- 
tain a higher proportion of cash reserves— 
& higher “margin of safety’’~than those 
which are observed by British banking in- 
stitutions. In othér words, the super: 
conservatism of Trish banks represénts an 
asset of great value to the comtaunity, To 
the: layman: it would appear that a dower 
“margin of safety ’’—and, therefore, mote 
generous measures of accommodation to 
clients—would be better justified in agri- 
cultural Ireland, where the element, of risk in 
any transaction is comparatively small, than 
in Great Britain; where large and speculative 
transactions are frequent. 

Is there not also some food for hard 
thinking in the fact that Irish bankers 
appear to intensify their conservative policy 
just at the moment when British institutions, 
ed by the Bank of England, and in co- 
operation with the State (ride Mr. Thomas s 
recent. speech at Manchester), are taking an 
increasingly active part in the rationalisation 
and expansion of industry and commerce? 
Above ‘all, there remains the fact that, while 
British bankers concentrate their attention 
and their resources upon the. revival : of 
British industries, the bankers of the Free 
State persist in diverting very large pro- 
portions of their assets to external invest- 
ments, with a résulting impoverishment oí 
Irish industry and agriculture. 

That some considerable proportion of Irish 
ne resources must continue to be 
diverted abroad, in the absence of a free 
market for securities in Treland, is beyond 
question. The question remains, however, 
whether the policy of ‘seeking security, plus 
liquidity, for bankers’ essets has not been 
carried too far, and whether the moment has 
not arrived when Irish bankers—in their own 
interests and in the interésts of the com- 
munity—should devise machinery which, 
while possibly involving some small added 
element of risk, would aid the Irish farmer 
and manufacturer in their efforts to increase 
production ’—Yours, etc., “* Anrirrx.”’

New 
Rathbridge, and again will meet the :n- 
coming sea at Clonmannon and Coolawinna. 

Viewed from Ballyguile Hill, it is difficult 
to see where the encroachment is. going to 
stop, but it seems abundantly clear that, 
when the few futile barriers now remaining 
are broken down, there is nothiúg to prevent 
the free flowing of the tide over all the low- 
lying lands indicated. There would remain 
for a time many islands, such as Church Hill, 
Knockrobbin, Clermont, Tinakilly and pos- 
sibly sorre others. To some this may sound 
as the writing of an alarmist, but any. old 
resident of Wicklow can point away out to 
some object at sea (a boat or a bird) and 
say, “1 remember horse races being run 
out there when the Murrotgh was there,” 
or '“Í remember the houses being out there.” 

lf an alarmist were to take the matter 
seriously in hand, he would say that there is 
no protection all along the coast from Bray 
Head to Wicklow Head, and: that the rea

‘The. Last of Mrs. Cheyney,” Frederick

Railway Speeds. 


This is the age of speed, but one form 
of speed has diminished during recent 
years. A writer in The Times observes 
that there has been no general return to 
the standard of express train speed which 
prevailed before the War, and that, 
except on the Great Western Railway, 
the timings of the expresses still fall short 
of once familiar achievements. He reviews 
the year 1929, which created no 
‘“ records.”’ On the Great Western line 
several trains make daily non-stop runs 
of over 100 miles at more than 57 miles 
an hour, and one train covers the 774 
miles between Swindon and London in 
70 minutes—a speed of 66 miles an hour. 
The fastest trains on the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway run between 
London and Birmingham, and some of 
them ar. timed to perform the journey of 
115 miles in 120 minutes, The speed of 
the Royal Scot train as between London 
and Carlisle is only 52 miles an hour, 
while the corresponding train on the East 
Coast route makes only 47} miles. It 
must be remembered that, before the 
War, coal was comparatively cheap, and 
that companies which then were in keen 
competition with one another have 
changed their characters under the new 
group system. On the other hand, recent 
years have seen a steady development of 
the size and power of passenger engines, 
from which we might have expected a 
marked increase in the speed of express 
trains. The increase is not forthcoming 
because, as the writer in The Times 
explains, the appearance of. the new 
engines coincided with an increase in the 
length and loading .f trains. Thus the 
advantage of the larger engincs has been 
discounted, and is manifest chiefly in a 
“speeding up” and more punctual 
working of secondary services. It is 
probable that finality has been reached 
now in the length of trains, und that, 
soonor or later, increased speed will be 
gained through reduction of the weight of 
main line coaching stock. Lightness can 
be achieved by the substitution of. con- 
structional metal for ‘wood; and a saving 
of three or four tons in the weight of a 
standard corridor coach would be the 
equivalent of one coach on a ten-coach

Kentish soul. Nothing, it seems, can 
save the Pilgrim’s Way, which—even if 
the proposed route for the pylons is 
abandoned—must be crossed ‘‘ some- 
where,” When it is so crossed, who, 
standing under pylon and cable, will be 
able to conjure up Chaucer's merry and 
pious pilgrims on their way to Canter- 
bury? To-day Southern England is 
paying, with a wry face, modern 
industry 's tax upon her storied past and 
on her local patriotism. We appear to 
have fared better in Ireland. The 
Shannon Scheme’s standards straddle the 
whole area between Limerick and Dublin ; 
yet we have heard not a single protest 
against outrage on the sanctity of ancient 
sites. Is the silence to be explained by 
lack of sites or by lack of sentiment?

SZIGETI’S VISIT. 


Musical members of the Reyal Dublin 
Society had looked forward all the season 
with great eagerness to the visit of the 
eminent violini . Szigeti. This was the most 
important engagement. made by the Society 
since the visit of the pianist, Moiseivitch, 
Kreisler, so long as he continues to play, must 
be reckoned as the commanding figure among 
violinists of the day; but, in a way, it 
is now a greater privilege to hear Sziget, 
who still performs music of a kind neglected 
by Kreisler in recent years. 

Szigeti’s serious view of his art is illustrated 
by the programmes arranged for his recitals 
at Ballsbridge yesterday. In the evening 
programme wer» such works as Corelli's 
“La Tolia,”” Mozart’s Concerto No. IV. 
with Joachim’s cadenza), and—for violin 
alo- the Prelude, Louré and Gavotte in E 
of Bach, and the Caprice in E of Paganini. 
‘the afternoon programme, which was the 
one in which I heard Szigeti, began with a 
G Major Sonate by Tartini, not previously 
played in Dublin—a brisk warming to the 
work that was to follow, which was Bach’s 
Sonata in G Minor, No. 1, for violin alone. 
Musicians who understand the tests of 
technique set by Bach, and are accustomed 
to the manner of expression adopted in his 
works for violin alone, often are compelled 
to admire the skill of performers and to 
declare themselves impressed by the execu- 
tion, while doubting whether the task accom- 
plished gave due yield of pleasure to the 
sense of musical beauty. Szigeti’s playing 
of such testing music was truly enjoyable, 
for he was able to avoid all suggestion of 
strain, kept the violin tone warm and beauti- 
ful, and exercised a positive genius in dis- 
covering delights in the musical construction. 

The Schubert Sonata in D major, which 
succeeded the Bach, did not present so sharp 
a contrast with it as might have been ex- 
pected; for the Sonata apparently is almost 
a schoolboy effort of Schubert’s—his in its 
spirit at times, but Mozart-like in manner, 
moving mostly with an old-fashioned courtly 
gait. 

BRILLIANT PERFORMANCE. 

The last part of Szigeti’s afternoon pro- 
gramme comprised four shorter pieces. The 
first was a modern piece, ‘‘ Baal Shem,” by 
Ernest Block; the second, an old measure, 
Siciliano and Rigaudon, by Franceur, 
arranged by Kreisler. Most = interesting 
was a highly modern piece explorting a 
great variety of violin tone-colours, as well 
as effects yielded by peculiar combinations 
of violin and piano in curious harmonies and 
subtle melodic patterns. This was “ La 
Fontaine d'Arethuse,” by Szymanowsky. In 
Szigeti’s care it proved charming, indeed. 

A dazzling performance of the 24th 
Caprice of Paganini—familiar, is it not, 
through a Liszt transcription for pianoforte? 

concluded Szigeti’s demonstration of his 
skill, as far as the promise of the programme 
was concerned; but, to the delight of the 
whole audience, the violinist returned to the 
platform with his excellent accompanist, Mr. 
George Reeves, and granted ar unexpected 
treat in a charming performance of one of 
the Slavonic Dances of Dvorak. 

Szigeti’s performance was admirably in 
keeping with the spirit of the Society's 
chamber music recitals, Though command- 
ing the highest technical skill, he seems not 
to care to astonish his audience; he showed, 
indeed, true artistic reserve, being mindful 
always io keep his tone warm, true, and 
clear without hardness. Though one was 
not left thinking specially of his technical 
skill, the marvellous pizzicato episode in the 
Paganini Caprice remains in. the memory as 
an outstanding instance of Szigeti's brilliant 
execution.

IN FLAMES.

ACCIDENT DUE TO 
BAD WEATHER.

From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENTI, 
LOS ANGELES, Monday. 


Fourteer passengers and two pilots loat 
their lives yesterday, when a large ’plane, 


earth and burst into flames, near San 
Clemente, California. 

The ‘plane was flying to Los Angeles 
from Agua Caliente, Mexico, and most of 
the passengers were week-end visitors. The 
machine, which was a triple-engined Ford, 
seemed to flutter down out of the sky, 
ploughed a great gash in the ground, and 
immediately went on fire. 

Not one of the people who were aboard 
the transport is alive to say how the 
accident happened, and all but three of 
the bodies are burned beyond recognition. 

The ‘witnesses, including Lieutenant 
Westbrook, who saw the big air liner fall, 
agreed that the machine had been fightinz 
against a thick fog, which forced all aerial 
traffic dangerously low. 

When the police and others rushed to 
the spot they found only a pile of red-hot 
metal. The cabin was a roaring furnace, 
and the spectators stood by helpless, 
realising that all the occupants were ve- 
yend reach of human aid. 

The ’plane apparently caught the hill- 
side with a wing tip, and tore through the 
soft soil for many yards, breaking the 
cabin wide open. As it piled up in a 
crumpled mass it was enveloped in flames 
from the burst fuel tanks. 

The Secretary of the San Diego Muni- 
cipal Air Control Board, following the pre- 
liminary investigation of the occurrence, 
has issued the following statement: 
“Phere is no doubt that after leaving 
Mexico the pilot encountered rain and 
rough “weather. Tt was raining when the 
tragedy happened. From the evidence 
we found at the scene of the wreck 
it is apparent that the pilot started 
to make a left bank tum 0 
return to San Diego, not realising that he 
was as close to the earth as he really was, 
and struck the ground with his left wing. 

“The machine in consequence piled up 
wing over wing, and this, of course, caused 
the petrol-filled wings to split and flood 
the motors with petrol, which resulted in 
an explosion. The fire did not break out 
until after the ship “rst hit the earth, 
and we are equally positive that all the 
engines were functioning perfectly when 
the wreck happened.’’ 

Yesterday’s accident recalls the loss of 
eight lives on September 3rd, when another

AN ESCORT OF AEROPLANES. 
Leaving London, R100 proceeded south 
and was met af. Aldershot by a flight of 
aeroplanes from Farnborough. With the 
aeroplanes cscorting her on either side 
and above, the airship circled over the 
barracks at an altitude of about two 
thousand feet. In the brilliant sunshine 
R100 and her escort presented a wonder- 
ful sight, and the troops on the parade 
grounds gave them a hearty cheer, 

Later the atship returned to Carding- 
ton via Reading and Oxford. Throughout 
the cruise the airship was. in wireless com- 
munication with her base. 

On arriving at Cardington the airship 
cruised in the neighbourhood for about 
two hours, and later descended to the 
mooring mast, where she remained for the 
night. 

ENDURANCE TEST TO COME. 
On landing Major Scott told a reporter 
that the airship had undergone speed 
trials and tests, and had again achieved 
a speed slightly above eighty miles per 
hour. 

R 100 has vet to complete her endurance 
tests, which wil! include a cruise of forty- 
eight hours. Last Thursday she was in 
the air for thirteen and a half hours, and 
reached a maximum speed. of 81.5 miles 
per hour. Th's was a new ‘‘record’’ in 
airship speeds. 

FILMED FROM AN AEROPLANE. 
An official account of the flight, issued 
by the Air Ministry last night, stated 
that the number on board totalled sixty, 
including a crew of thirty-nine and 
twenty-one passengers. 

Near Farnborough a  cinematograph 
picture was taken from an aeroplane of 
the outer cover for the purpose of record- 
ing the general behaviour in flight. The 
speed of the ship at the time was over 
eighty miles per hour. 

‘The flight was entirely satisiactory,’’ 
adds the official statement.

THE MOST PREGNANT 
CHANGE, 


-“ 
“A QULICKENING OF THE 
PEOPLE.”’ 

At home, said, Mr. Baldwin, the advent 
of democracy is the most pregnant change 
affecting our government, internally and 
externally, and altering profoundly for 
good or ill our outlook in, every direction. 
No matter to the statesman whether the 
system be ideal or not, whether it be the 
best adapted to his task, it is for him to 
labour unceasingly to make men under- 
stand the words which are for ever on 
their lips, to give them faith in them- 
selves, and. to warn them oi the infinite 
patience and understanding which will be 
needed in the practical application of 
their creed. 

The task of democracy is hard enough 
in these little islands, but upon its success 
or failure hangs the fortune of half the 
world—nay, more, of the world itself. 
Economically..we have travelled. tar from 
the complacency of pre-war days. Com- 
placency, rightly or wrongly, considered 
to be a characteristic of the Victorian 
ave, perished with much else in the war, 
and gave place to introspection and self- 
questioning doubts and fears, only ‘oo 
natural when the appalling tension of 
four years was suddenly relaxed, and 
industry, which had been working in a 
ring. fence of defiance of every economic 
law, had once more to adapt itself to the 
conditions imposed by international, com- 
petition. 

On.the other hand, there 
view, been a quickening of the people. 
Never has there been such a real and 
general desire for knowledge, and the 
quest for learning, for so long a glorious 
characteristic of your race, has sprung 
up south of the border, and is even now 
no less widespread south of the border 
than it has been to the north. 

The experiment of democracy has been, 
or is being, tried in nearly every country 
in Europe. and where democracy, as Wwe 
understand the word, has for the tune 
being failed, new methods of government 
are being tried, the results of which are 
being anxiously watched in other countries 
than their own. The economic life of 
Europe has been affected by the compara- 
tively small size of some of the newly- 
formed nations, and the present resolution 
of large and small alike to be as self-con- 
tained industrially as carefully devised 
tariff systems can make them. 


WONDERS OF A DECADE. 

But it may well be that in the future, 
near or distant, the changes that have 
taken place within the British Empire 
overseas will most affect the world. A 
century of evolution has been compressed 
into half a decade. The great Dominions 
have become autonomous, and British 
India is making her first steps on the 
ioad which, in the fulness of time, 1s to 
lead her to self-government. 

We find ourselves to-day in a world 
where the most civiliséd nations ardently 
desire peace ; where they are resolved that, 
so far as lies in their power, they will 
not tole ‘ate aggressive war. They have 
endeavoured, not without success, to bind 
the nations into a League. and in that 
League are included all the component 
parts of the British Empire, and that 
Empire represents a League of Nations of 
their own, which keeps the peace over a 
quarter of the globe itself and amongst a 
quarter of the inhabitants thereof. Of that 
Empire the great majority of its popula- 
tion is found in India, that vast Continent 
which for un-numbered centuries was the 
battlefield of Asia, and where the Par 
Britannica has brought her peoples a 
peace of which they had never dreamed. 

A GREAT RESPONSIBILITY. 
Even to us, old in constitutional .govern- 
ment, old in. time, and experienced Keyond 
other nations, representative government 
based on universal suffrage has come as in 
a night, and on us lies a responsibility 
greater than has been Jaid on any other 
country; for. we have not only to learn 
to govern ourselves, but to show many 
races alien from us in language, in custom, 
and in tradition, old in their own culture, 
how to apply our methods of self-govern- 
ment to their own peoples. 

” he foundation of the British Empire 
is character. Unless we build on the 
ancient virtues of duty, truth and 
patriotism, our experiment’ in democracy 
will fail, And the dissoluton of our Kmpire 
will be a question of vears. The world 
is enriched by the several contributions of 
nations, and it seems to me that deprecia- 
tion of patriotism cannot really help, but 
may, .rather, hinder, international co- 
operation. You cannot make the world 
better by abandoning on: of the most 
powerful motives to noble action that the 
world has yet known. It is not unlike 
the efforts. of those—~and we have all mat 
them—who think that they can hasten the 
day of the brotherhood of man by being 
rude and offensive to members of their 
own family. 
But ‘we. must never forget © that 
patriotism. is not an intellectual concept. 
It is an emotion, and is, _ therefore, 
cayable of being enlisted or exploited for 
ignoble ends. It is, indeed, “ the last 
refuge of a scoundrel ” when it is used 
as a cloak of avarice and the spirit of 
domination. Pure patriotism, which asks 
nothing and seeks nothing, which gives 
service because it “can no other,” is a 
necessary ingredient in the character upon 
which a ‘great democracy is built.  I[n- 
deed, if the word be used ‘in its widest 
sense and in its highest,’ it comprises the 
whole duty.of man as a citizen, ? 
Truth seems such a. simple. baie, yet,. per. 
haps, it is the one virtue more quickly pushed 
out at the way and trampled on than all the 
other virtués rolled into one. We English 
and Scots hold ‘it in high regard, and our 
most valuable international asset is that our 
word is still regarded as our bond. Let us 
hold fast by this. |

PRESIDENT AND THE

POLICE CONTROL.OF 
VISITORS. 
From sila aside 


NEW DELHI, Monday. 

When the Legislative Assembly met 
this morning for the opening of the 
session Mr. Patel, the President, said 
that a very serious situation had arisen 
owing to a difference of opinion between 
himself and the Government of India and 
the Chief Commissioner for Delhi on the 
question of control over the admission of 
visitors to the outer and inner precincts 
of the Assembly sector. 

Mr. Patel declared that the Chief Com- 
missioner’s orders were in deliberate 
defiance of his own orders. He refused 
to allow Sir James Crerar to Speak on 
the subject, and ordered all the galleries 
to be cleared, except the Press Gallery. 


GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 

Following upon an emergency meeting 
of the Executive Council, the Govern- 
ment of India this evening issued a State- 
ment giving the grounds for the Govern- 
ment action, in view of the fact that Mr. 
Patel had refused an opportunity to Sir 
James Crerar to make a statement on the 
floor of the House. 

The Government claims that it is directly 
responsible for the protection of members 
of the Assembly and of visitors resorting 
to the precincts of the Assembly. It is 
of essential importance, says the state- 
ment, that this duty should be effectively 
discharged by those on whom the law has 
imposed it—a fact which the bomb out- 
rage in the Assembly strongly emphasised. 
The President's power of regulatmg the 
admission of visitors in no way replaces 
Government responsibility in the matter. 


SUPPORT FOR COMMISSIONER. 

The President, the statement continues, 
has claimed an authority of which the 
(Government canot divest themselves, The 
Government will give the fullest con- 
sideration to the President’s view, but the 
Chief Conmmissioner does not consider that 
the presence of uniformed police in the 
gallery ts of vital importance, a view in 
which the Government of India fully 
concurs, 

The recommendations of the Watch and 
Ward Committee bearing on the functions 
of control to be exercised by the police did 
not receive the Chairman, Sir James 
(rerar’s, concurrence. So far as the 
President had passed orders afiecting these 
matters, orders which had not yet been 
comimunicated to the Government of India, 
his action exceeded his legal powers. 


A SERIOUS RESPONSIBILITY. 

Finally, the statement points out that 
the responsibility of the Government 1s 
discharged through the agency of the 
police ; and, secondly, that the presence of 
uniformed police in the public galleries, 
to which the President now raised an un- 
qualified objection, was not an innovation. 

The possibility of a motion of censure 
is being discussed, and there are indica- 
tions that should. it eventnate the 
Nationalists and Independents will back 
Mr. Patel, even to the point of resigning 
membership as a protest. The Moslems of 
the Centre and the Europeans are wn- 
willing to take the initiative, as the 
quarrel is one between the Government 
and Mr. Patel. but they are willing to 
support the Government if the censure 
motion is introduced. 

A considerable sensation has been 
caused by the situation, which. it is appre- 
hended, will have an adverse. effect on the 
prospects of the proposed round-table con- 
ference, and the Viceroy'’s return on th: 
25rd is awaited with interest. 


ATTENUATED GATHERING. 

The Legislative Assembly was but a 
shadow of its former self when it met this 
morning, owing to the decision of the 
Indian National Congress to boycott the 
Legislature. 

Only about seventy-three members were 
present out of a possible 145, and 
attendance in the public galleries was also 
Ineagre. 


Seventeen Nationalists occupied the 
vacant Swarajist seats, and the Pandit 
Malaviya was in the Pandit Motilal 


Nehru’s seat, as leader of the Opposition. 
THE TRAIN OUTRAGE. 

Sardar Gulab Singh moved that the 
House pass a resolution congratulating 
Lord and Lady Irwin on their. miraculous 
escape from the recent dastardly attempt 
te blow up the Viceregal train. He 
alluded to the admirable manner in which 
Lord Irwin was fighting India’s canse, 
both in England and India. 

Sir James Crerar endorsed these re- 
marks, and said that no effort would be 
spared to bring the miscreants to justice. 

Mr. Mahomed Yakub, the Deputy Presi- 
dent; Sir Zulfigar Ali Khan, the Pundit 
Malaviya; Sir Darcy Lindsay and Mr. 
Fazul Rahimutulla all expressed their 
herror at the crime. 

The motion was passed unanimously, 
after Mr. Patel had associated himself

The Board of Control for Mechanical 
Betting in Saorstat Eireann, which. is 
now incorporated as a company under 
licence from the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, has received a licence dated 
18th January, 1930, from the Minister 
for Finance to set up, maintain and work 
totalisators in this country. 

The Board will endeavour to have 
mechanical betting installed on racecourses 
so desiring it at the earliest possible date.

The Board hope, however, if no unfore- 
seen circumstances arise to delay the com- 
pletion of “their buildings, to have pari- 
mutuel betting working at Fairyhouse, 
Punchestown, Phoenix Park, Leopards- 
town and Baldoyle in April and May of 
this year. 

Plans for the several buildings required 
have been in course of completion for some 
time, but, until the Board was definitely 
authorised by. licence and its financial 
position assured, no contracts could be

CHARACTER AND 
PEACE. 


TO-DAY’S TWO EVENTS. 


In a leading article The Times of to- 
day observes :—Two events divide. thouzh 
not equally, the attention and interest of 
the British democracy to-day. In the 
Royal Gallery of the House of Lords, 
before a countless audience, seen and un- 
seen, the King will call the second great 
International Conference on Naval Dis- 
armanient into full being. Under the 
same room the British Parliament wil! 
return to continue a session which is 
heaped high with business, most of it of 
unusual gravity, whether it concerns the 
future well-being and power of this in- 
dustrial island, or the course of imperial 
policy in two Continents affecting a multi- 
tude of races, and the world relations of 
East and West. Taken all together, this 
is work big enough for one day to in- 
augurate, bigger than the new year will 
discharge, and so voluminous, even in 
prospect, that an invitation to consider 
some of the simplicities permanently 
underlying the infinite play of shifting 
detail cannot be unwelcome. 

An opportune and undesigned coin- 
cidenee gives one such chance this 
morning in the. rectorial address which 
Mr. Baldwin delivered yesterday to 
the students of Glasgow University. 
The new Lord Rector took for his 
theme character—character as the states- 
man encounters and values it, character 
with its crucial significance for a polity 
like our own, and for an age directly 
dependent for success or failure upon the 
human pith of the democratic system. It 
is well to remind ourselves that no great 
distance divides what may seem to be 
abstractions built upon that theme from 
such imperious realities as battleships or 
cruisers, a man’s out-of-work pay, 6d. on 
the income tax or the nationalisation of 
a coalfield. History has a trick of prov- 
ing the abstractions real and the realities 
ephemeral, and history has always the 
last word. 


CHARACTER AND WISDOM, 

The service of character in the State is 
not. of course, adds The Times, to be 
exalted to the discredit of its peers 
intelligence, foresight and executive com- 
petence—but character, rightly considered, 
cannot be divorced from wisdom. Just 
so, the best kind of patriotism by Mr. 
Baldwin’s test is not the stupid kind. 
[It is the universal hope that the weeks 
beginning with to-day’s ceremonial in the 
Royal Gallery will show how a reason- 
able, international practice can be 
founded on the patriotism which begins 
at home, but does not end there. It 
is certain already that such practice 
cannot be founded on anything else. 
The brotherhood of man, if it is 
to be anything but a phrase, must be a 
society of families. Disarmament is the 
type, and for the moment the essence, of 
this new departure in international 
politics. IS is curious and encouraging 
to reflect how much more the term conveys 
to the average man to-day than it meant 
even ten years ago. 

The Conference, while if compares and 
tabulates ships, guns, men,. harbours and 
the rest, will be actually judging and 
testing what the political elements in 
security are worth in the world’s market- 
place. This is as much as to ask what 
democracy is worth and what is the tru 
quality and price of public opinion in 
1930, or, to push it to the last analysis, 
as Mr. Baldwin has done, what are the 
resources of character to which society 
can turn for its protection.

WILL THE BALANCE 
BE ISSUED?

lt is unlikely that the balance of the 
Irish Free State National Loan will be 
floated before the. autumn of this year. 
Where the loan will be issued is pro- 
blematical; it will depend upon where 
the conditions, at the time of issne, are 
most favourable. The suggestion has 
been made that the remaining portion of 
the £15,000,000 Loan should be raised in 
London, but hitherto the objection, from 
the Free State Government’s point of 
view, has been that this would involve a 
declaration that no legislation passed in 
the Free State would be inimical to the 
interests of the. British stockholders. 

The Irish Free State Ministry holds 
that such a declaration would be incom- 
patible with its position as a co-equal 
member of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

The declaration and other matters of a 
similar character were discussed at the 
recent Experts’ Conference in London, 
and, in all probability, will be raised at 
the Imperial Conference. Whether any 
agreoment was reached on the point has 
not been stated. 

The report of the Experts’ Conference, 
I am informed, will be issued within the 
next week or two.

When the Hatry trial began at the Old 


Bailey, London, J esterday . Labor 
surrendered to his bail, and Hatry, 
Daniels and Dixon were brought from 


Brixton Prison. For several weeks the 
authorities had received applications from 
City men and others—including many 
women—for seats in the gallery, but the 
accommodation was strictiy limited, and 
the majority had to be refused. 

A queue of more than 100 people waited 


for two hours outside in the hope ol 
obtaining admission to the famous No. 1 
Court to see the opening of the trial. 


Only about a third of that number found 
seats 1n the gallery. Admission was by 
ticket only to Court No. 1. The benches 
for counsel were crowded with barristers. 


SMARTLY DRESSED WOMEN. 
Behind the barristers in three lone rows 
of seats were women spectators—in expen- 


sive furs and for the most part dark 
dresses and black hats—and smartiv 
dressed men. Behind the dock, where the 
seats do not allow a view of judge or 


counsel, sat other rows of men and women. 
Some of them were jurors, from whom 
were selected the twelve to try Hatry and 
his colleagues. 


Their names were called out by the 
Clerk of the Court and they filed into thé 
jury box, 


THE DEFENDANTS CALLED. 


The court was a blaze of electric hight

when Mr. Justice Avory took his seat. 
As their names were called) Hatry, Dixon 
and Daniels stepped into the dock. Hatry 


was on the left of the judge, immaculate

After fifteen minutes had been devoted 
lo preliminaries—including the reading 
of the thirty-nine counts of the indiet- 
roent by the Clerk—all four men in the

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The Attorney-General, in his opening 
statement to the Court, said that it would 
take a considerable time to present the 
and call all the evidence.

At Pimners Hall were domiciled a large 
number of companies, but for the pur- 
poses of the indictment, said the 
Attorney-General, he need only trouble 
the jury with five, the first and most 
important being a company known as 
Austin Friars Trust. It was incorporated 
in May, 1927, its capital consisting of 
£300,000 in one pound shares. In Sept- 
ember, 1929, it was put into compulsory 
winding-up. 

The active life of the company from 
May, 1927, to September, 1929, covered a 
span of two years and five months—a 
short life—but ‘‘as these figures wil!

The fourth company was called the Jundee 
Trust, Ltd., and was incorporated in Septern- 
ber, 1927.

General, was a condition of utter and hopeless 
insolvency. Almost its only asset consists of 
a claim for £1,500,000 against Austin Friars 
Trust, Lid.

RETAIL TRADE SECURITIES. 

Another cf the Hatry group was the Retail 
Trade Securities, Lid., which seemed to have 
been designed as an instrument simply and 
solely for the purpose of dealing in the various 
securities of the Hatry group. Hatry was 
deputy chairman, Daniels and Ghaldini 
directors, and Tabor secretary. These four 
minor companies were. so far as the frauds 
were concerned, mere instruments of the big 
company Austin Friars Trust. 

Imagine them, said the Attorney-General, 
as planets, revolving round the central sun 
of Austin Friars Trust, and you will readily 
appreciate that when Austin Friars Trust is 
burned out the planets cease to revolve and 
become, in their turn, cold and devoid of life. 
Hatry was the head of the whole organisation, 
embracing these and many other companies. 
He was chairman and managing director of 
Austin Friavs Trust, deputy chairman of the 
Corporation and General Securities, and 
director of Retail Trade Securities. Daniels 
figured as a director of all fite companies. 
Dixon was a director of Austin Friars Trust 
and secretary of Corporation and General 
Securities. Tabor was a director of Austin 
Friars Trust, manager of Corporation end 
(ieneral Securities. secretary of the Oak In- 
vestment Corporation and secretary of Retail 
Trade Securities. 

THE CROWN VIEW. 

The view of this case, which I shall present, 
is that it is not a case in which three of the 
defendants or, indeed, any of the defendants 
were mere tools of some other defendant. All 
these three men were old enough to think : nd 
act. for themselves: they each and everyone 
held a position of responsibility. This is not 
a cate in which any of these men could 
possibly be heard to say that he acted under 
the powerful influence of anv other, so that 
he could ‘really hardly help himself. Neither 
is it a case in which any one of the defendants 
—for motives which could, perhaps, be 
admired—can say: “I am the person who i 
going to take the blame here, and I alone.’’ 

My submission to you, after you. have 
heard the evidence, is that it is quile plain 
that this scheme of fraud would have been 
quite impossible unless there had been will- 
ing and active co-operation extending 
through the whole course of these frauds of 
each of these four men. 

THE SWINDON STOCK. 

The Attorney-General said that they were 
concerned only with three indictinents of 
fraudulent dealings and forgery in connection 
with the issue of stock of the Swindon, 
Gloucester, and Wakefield Corporations. He 
would take first the case of Swindon. lt 
as arranged that the Swindon Gorporation 


‘should issue half a million pounds of stock, 


and that Corporation and General Securities, 
Ltd., should buy the whole. of that stock at 
a discount of one per cent. 

The Attorney-General described the issue 
of the Swindon stock, and later of the bogus 
certificates. The whole of the £500,000 of 
perfectly genuine stock had been properly 
used. By the end of March £275,000 worth 
had been pledged to Messrs. Cohen, Laming 
Hoare, <a loan of core Spe eee ar it, 
and the remaining £225, had been pledgea 
with Lloyds Bank, and a loan of ¢200,000 
obtained on that. At all material times, so 
far as he knew, and to this very day that 
genuine script remained there. 

SPURIOUS STOCK. 

‘Lowardse the end of June—at a date when 
all the frauds in connection with the three 
corporation cases seemed to have started— 
Dixon gave orders for the printing of 500 
new certificates of Swindon stock of £500 
each.

Sir William went on to describe how 
£225,000 of this spurious stock was deposited 
with the Equitable Trust Lid., of New York, 
for a loan of £200,000. Ghialdini carried out 
some of the negotiations.

£295,000 worth of scrip he bad over. The 
bubble burst at the end of September, and 
he had no doubt that then everybody rushed 
to get registration, hoping that their scrip 
was good.

Altogether £667,000 was raised on certificates, 
good and bad, and there had been one pay- 
ment to Gloucester totalling £250,000, so 
that the excess of cash received was £417,000, 

As to the issue of Wakefield stock, the 
position was of greater complication than in 
either of the other two issues. The Wake- 
field issue was the earliest Joan, but there 
was, apparently, no plot laid to start a fraud 
in connection wi Wakefield until the 
middie of July. It was arranged that a loan 
of £750,000 should be issued, and Corpora- 
tion and General Securities, Limited, were 
not—as in the case of Swindon : id Glouces- 
ler—to buy the issue out and out, but they 
were to be agents for the issue of the stock. 
The opportunity to commit a fraud was 
exactly the same as in the other two in- 
stances, said the Attorney-General, In the 
civil actions which are to follow it will mani. 
festly make a great deal of différence whether 
Corporation and General Securities, Limited, 
stand out and out as creditors or as agents. 

A PRINTING ORDER. 

The amount which Corporation General 
Securities were bound to pay to Wakefield 
sooner or later came to £422,000. They 
actually paid £100,000 by the end of May, 
and they never paid anything else. In July 
Daniels sent for Mr. Coles, an official of the 
printers, Messrs. Blades, East and Blades, 
and told him he wanted eighty certificates 
of £5,000 each printed. Coles did not at 
the time suspect that anything was wrong. . 

Sir William Jowitt then described the way 
in which it was alleged that the defendanis 
planted upon the public bogus Wakefield 
certificates. It was done in thirteen seperate 
transactions, he said.

JAPAN'S .- RESOLUTE 
ATTITUDE. 
STATEMENT BY THE PRIME 
MINISTER. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
TORYO, Monday. 

On the eve of the Naval.Conference, the 
Japanese Premier has made a statement. to 
Reuter’s correspondent. 

Mr. Hamaguchi expressed Japan’s deter- 
mination to do its utmost to ensure success 
by reconciling the requirements of national 
de*-~ce with. the universal desire to be 
released from the burdens of competitive 
arming. 

Voicing his belief that the anti-war treaty 
hed given birth te a spirit of trust between 
the nations, the ‘Premier rejterated Japan s 
desire to reduce—not merely to limit-~arme- 
ments. » He laid stross on the fact that 
Japan was content with a strength inferior 
to that of Great Briein and the 
l sited States, and proposed merely to 
relain a minimum for national security, 
which was a ‘menace to no Power, 


WIDER DISARMAMENT. 

After telling the correspondent that he 
hoped the Conference would produce anh 
agreement acceptable to all five participants, 
Mr, Hamaguch) stated that Japan wants the 
provisions of the agreement to become effoc- 
tive immediately, though she hopes they will 
lead to a wider application of the principles 
of disarmament through the League of 
Nations. 

In vonclusion, the Premier declared that 
he looked forward not only to agreoments 
about auxiliary vessels and the extension of 
the capital ship holiday, but also to the 
Conferences sugtéeding in lightening the

SPIES TO CATCH A SPY. 

Accotding to the newspaper account, they 
had been sent to Warsaw to discover who 
was the Chief of the German spy drganisation 
there, and soon found him in the person of a 
Russian priest named Chachlakow, who was 
in constant communication with the Russian 
Captain Mijassojebow in Petrograd. . They 
reported this fact to London and to Petro- 
urad, and on October 12th, 1914, received a 
teleg~*m instructing them to come to. Petro- 
prod at once and make a personal report 
fore the Russian War Minister, Sukhom- 
linow. 

A military motor car fetched them .from 
their house, and nothing was seen of them 
again. A woman in Petrograd had betrayed 
them to Captain Mjassojebow, who. sent off 
the fictitious telegram, and ut once proceeded 
to Warsaw and artanged for the two English- 
men and Miss Jameson to be conveyed by 
militaty motor cars to the railway station. 


SHOT BY SOLDIERS. 

Suspecting nothing they entered it, and 
were taken out by soldiérs en route and shot 
out of hand and buried in the cellar. 

Mijassojebow’s treachery, however, was dis- 
covered eight months later, when he was shot 
for his espionage on behalf of Germany. The 
priest, Chachlakow, was also arrested, but 
was released, and later entered the service of 
0.G.P.U. He again entered Poland and was 
arrested, and is shortly, to be brought to trial 
on a charge of espionage for Russia, when, 
no doubt, his participation in the murder of 
the two Englishmen and the Englishwoman 
will be brought ta light.

THE ART OF THINKING 

-- — — @- -——-- 
LOSS ENTAILED BY MENTAL 

LAZINESS. 
At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club, 
i: Clery’s Restaurant yesterday, Mr. F. M. 
Summerfield presiding, Mr. Wilham 
McMillan, a member of the Club, read a 
paper on ‘The Art of Thinking.” 
Mr. McMillan said that the fact thal 
people generally did not trouble to think, or 
that they had the knack of thinking wrongly, 
or out of season, Was accountable ror more of 
the ills that mankind suffered from than any 
other defect in human nature. In commerce, 
in industry, im educational matters, in 
politics, in municipal affairs, in personal and 
domestic concerns, 16 was ever the same—they 
did not think. Mental laziness, he believed, 
was responsible for mental inefficiency result- 
ing from the want of effort exerted towards 
a given line of action. Thus it might be that 
the state of mind when controlling physical 
ection did so in a manner calculated to create 
disastrous results. 
He had no hesitation in saying that the 
avoidable waste of time and material in 
workshops due not to ignorance, but rather to 
the failure to think—mental laziness— 
amounted to a sum that would produce a 
bonus of five per cent. on labour costs. That 
was money lost entirely, and the irony of it 
was that no one benefited. People would 
not reason out things for themselves, and im 
consequence they paid for the luxury of “ not 
bothering about it."’ 
It must be admitted that statements were 
accepted daily from advertisers, debtors, 
politicians and others, the acceptance of 
which merited a certificate of lunacy. It 
was said on responsible authority that they 
did not use more than ten per cent. of their 
natural capacity for thought and reason. 
Correspondents said that the.wrong Govern- 
ment was in office, and yet those people 
would not take the trouble to record their 
votes; they did not take the trouble to 
reason out which candidate would, in their 
opinion, best serve the interests of the 
electors. Such persons were a hindrance to 
good government, whether. national or 
municipal, or in any other field of human 
progress. 
“* Nevertheless,”’ said Mr. McMillan, “we 
do a lot of thinking. Is it not true that we 
think harshly, unfairly, —_uncharitably, 
selfishly, unthinkingly, and sometimes 
méeanly? The habit of thinking may be 
developed in many ways; in thinking of what 
we see that interests us, and inquiring what 
it is for, and considering whether it can 
be improved, in other words, developing the 
will to think—to seek knowledge. Loose 
thinking creates a high death-roll in accidents. 
“ What a reduction in road accidents would 
result from mindful action on the part of 
pedéstrians crossing a road or of motorists 
in taking less for granted in driving. Can 
there be any doubt in the mind of any 
Rotarian present that the art of thinking as 
a course of study could fail to prove other 
than beneficial to the individual in any walk 


of life, whether at work or at play? The

LEGACY DUTY CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
‘In the matter of the estate of the late 
Julus Ustersetzer, chief analytical chemist, 
in the employment of Messrs. Goulding and 
Co., Lid., Dublin, an apphecution was made 
on behalf of Mr. David Drimmie, Dublin, the 
executor of the will of the deceased man, 
who died on July 26th, 1920, and left a wili, 
dated July 14th, 1918, under which he 
appointed Mr. Drimmie his executor. 
rom the sumrons in the suit it appeared 
that an action had been brought before the 
late Master of the Rolls, in which it was 
Claimed that Mr, Ostersetzer was a Polish 
subject, and not an Austrian subject, so as 
to bring his property within the provisions of 
the Treaty of Saint Germaine-en-Laye, dated 
September 10th, 1919. Mr. Ostersetzer left 
assets amounting to about £10,000, which 
were the subject matter of the action to 
decide his nationality, A consent had been 
entered into, dated November 17th, 1925, be- 
tween the plaintiff and the defendant in that 
action, the administrator of Austrian pro- 
perty in Great Britain, whereby s sum of 
£2,500 was paid by the nlaintiff to the 
administrator of Austrian property, together 
with certain shares in full satisfaction of all 
claims made by him against the assets of 
tha deceased man in respect of the provisions 
contained in the Treaiy of Peace with 
Austria, which: was concluded at Saint 
Germaine on September 10th, 1919. 2 
In December, 1925, the executor of the will 
of Mr. Ostersetzer received a communication 
from the Inland Revenue Department of 
Death Duties te the effect that no claim for 
legacy duty arose in respect of the £2,500, 
which had been paid over to the administra- 
tor of Austrian property. It row appeared 
that the money which had been handed over 
to the administrator of Austrian property 
had since been transferred to the Austrian 
Curator in Vienna of the British Clearing 
House, subject to the right cf persons who 
wero entitled to claim compensation in re- 
spect of it under Article 249 of the Treaty. 
The money had heen transferred in the form 
of Austrian Bonds, and had since been dis- 
tributed among the heirs on the basis of 
findings under the Examiner's certificate, 
which had been made in the action on 
October 28th, 1927. The Inland Revenue 
Commissioners now claimed to be entitled 
to the payment of legacy duty upen the 
£2,500 represented by Austrian bonds, on the 
Fasis that it was part of the estate of the 
deceased man, and became payable to the 
beneficiarias under the will of Julius 
Ostersetzer, just as much as if the payment 
had been made by the executor to the bene- 
ficiaries direct.

The Judge refused tho application for a 
licence for the sale of intoxicating liquor in 
the recently opened Savoy Theatre, Sackville 
yes ery on balalt hag the British 

ssociated Cinemas, Ltd., their manager 
Mr. Frederick C. Knott. . : 

'The Judge, in giving his decision, said that 
he was of opinion that the case did not come 
within the proviso of Section VI. of the 
Licensing Act, 1902. While he came to the 
conclusion on the facts of the case he was 
prompted to use his own discretion in favour 
of the application; but he was, however, of 
opinion that his discretion was taken awa 
by the proviso of Section VL. of the 1 
Act. That section laid down ' that such new 
licence shall only be granted in order to 
render the existing licensed premises more 
suitable for the business carried on.” The 
business carried on in the Savoy was 
restaurant business only. The frontage of 
the old Granville Hotel measured thirty- 
seven feet, while the frontage of the Savoy 
was 115 feet, and he could only grant the 
licence in order to render the premises that 
were licensed in 1922 more suitable. 

On the facts before him, he coneluded, 
that even if he used his own discretion he 
would not grant the application if dancing 
was allowed in any part of the building. He 
was satisfied that there was a public demand 
for the restaurant, and also that the manager 
of the Savoy would be a proper and fit 
person in control; but having regard to the 
proviso in the section he was obliged to 
retuse the application.
